of all Bulgaria. The movement is of a 
politico-religious character. Soveral: Tur- 
kish battalions have been ortered fo the 
Greol, Servian, and Austrian froutiora.” A 
gravo charge is, it will be sean, preferred 
against the Russiang, but it ia probably not 
without some foundation. nen the Treaty 
of Borlin waa signed on July 13, 1878, re- 
placing that of San Stefano, Russia was 
worely incensed, The Treaty of San Stefano 
‘coustitated Bulgaria into a hugo prin- 
cipalhty which “absorbed more then half 
the Ottoman territory in Hurope and so 
divided the remainder up as to render 
it helpless in the event of rebellion in 
Albania or of invasion by Russia. For 
inatance, the proposed priniopality in- 
elnded, besides Bulgaria proper, the whole 
of Roumelia, # great portion of the pro- 
vince of Adrianople, nearly the wholo” of 
that of Sulonike, with the port of that aime, 
and even parts of Kossovo and Alhania. 
Tho present revolution aimaavowedly at 
the formal union of Bulgaria and Roumelix 
undor Prince AuexanpsRr, but in reality the 
rebels probably aim at the union of all the 
Bulgarian population’ or cognate peoples, 
and at driving the Turka aerosa tha 
Busphoroug, Whatever Russia may do open- 
ly, wa may be aure that Prince ALEXANDER 
will receive somothing more than sympathy 
from the Czar. Should the ares of canflict 
be widened by tbo active intervention of 
Russia, a big European war might result. 
Lf, on tho othor hand, Russia only extends a 
benevolent neutrality to her protégé, it te 
possible that the war may be confined to 
amall limits, and tha Roumatinng be left to 
achieve their indopendenco, fur thomnelves. 
This latter view, however, is hurdly the mort 
probable, for Russia could not quietly stand 
by and sae Turkish aupremacy re-eatablighed 
av Bulgaria, as wight then he the case, Ii

The caue is cut into slices 
hy meons of machinery, and the water extracted 
ivom it by sleohol vapour, which, baving an affini- 
ty for the water, absorbs it, but leavos tho | 
saccharine in the desiccated cane; this iy than 
treated with liquid alcohol, which extracts the 
sugar, ond afterwards the suguris extracted from 
the,alcchol, or the alcohol from ths’ sngaz, by 
Storing through lime anil chalk. ‘There is by 
this method no diffenlty in oxtracting all or 
nearly all the saccharine from the cane,”
